OW OFTEN in the fluster and 
haste of our daily living we 
overlook such simple, yet vital, 
things as sleep. Sleep. the great 
healer! Poets have sung of it: 
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hardening of the vessel walls due 
to a deposit of lime in the muscle 
with lessening of the elasticity. 

Other causes are chronic dis- 
eases Of the 
kidneys, and 
focal infec- 
tions causing 
arthritis, in- 
flammatory 
rheumatism. 
or other blood 
stream dis- 
eases, Many 
acute diseases 
such as pneu- 
monia, scarlet 
fever, diph- 
theria and 
malaria may 
aid in bringing about the con- 
dition. ‘ 

This hardening of the arteries 
need not be present in the larger 
vessels, where it can be felt, but is 
present in the small artcrics of the 
skin, extremities, small vessels of 
the kidneys, liver, heart, lungs, 
spinal cord and brain. 

If the blood is dammed back by 
pressure in the small vessels it 
retards the flaw even more than 
narrowing of the large vessels does. 
However, these small vessels, hav- 
ing a very thin wall, are more 
easily broken. If they break in the 
skin, we see a little black and blue 
spot form, or a blister.

If several vessels break we may 
have some gangrene, or an ulcér 
from lack of blood supply. If a 
number of vessels are stopped up 
in the kidney or liver we have a 
loss of function of these organs 
and consequent ill health. If this 
stoppage is in some of the small 
vessels of the heart the heart suf- 

-fers from improper nourishment 
and some part of the heart will 


oF not act properly, hence impair- 
ment of heart action or disease 
results. 


If this happens in some of the 
small vessels of the brain slight or 
severe strokes of apoplexy occur or 
paralysis of some function results. 
The extent and severity of these 
accidents all depend on the size 
and. number of the affected vessels. 

The person afflicted with high 
pressure may feel like doing work, 
but soon finds that shortness of 
breath and _ dizziness prevents 
much effort. This person is in 
danger of severe damage from 
over-exertion and must keep at 
moderate work if he hopes to sur- 
vive, 


Removal! of all focal infections, 
restriction in quantity of food, 
moderation in work and exercise 
are imperative. 


f A common saying has been that 
a high of 100 plus your age was 
normal. I am inclined to think 
that 100 plus half your age would 
be more nearly correct. Our blood 
pressure is supposed to rise with 
advancing years, but that is not 
necessarily so. Many old persons 

maintain a blood pressure of young 
adults. It all depends on the elas- 
ticity of the heart muscle. 


Varies With Condition 


The blood pressure always varies 
with conditions. Strenuous exer- 
cise, emotion or fright may cause 
a rise of 30 to 60 points in a few 
minutes. Shock or fainting may 
cause it to drop as quickly, but it 
soon is restored, and remains fair- 
ly constant from day to day. 

One reason the sufferer from 
low blood pressure seems more 
safe lies in the fact that he lacks 
endurance. He is forced to take 
better care of himself than the 
person who has no trouble. 

Unfortunately there is no quick 
way to overcome the condition. 
No tonic will correct it. This in- 
dividual must learn to do what he 
can do and not worry and fret 
because he cannot accomplish 
more. Find out that you have no 
diseased condition causing the 
trouble. Then adjust yourself to 
your ability. 

Stimulating tonics may make 
you feel better, but may also cause 
you to overdo your strength. The 
best tonics are cold baths, light 
exercise, a hobby, fresh air. sun- 

’ shine and good solid food. And re- 
member you may live longer than 
your better feeling neighbor.

HE European influence seems

Cheaper Cuts 
Of Meat Can 


Be Delicious

UCKY is the homemaker who 

never has budget trouble! But 
all of us cannot be lucky all of 
the time, so when things look 
dark we like to have on hand 
some recipes that are really first 
aid for sickiy budgets. 

Chopped beef, chuck, or other 
inexpensive cuts that can be con- 
verted into stews or rolled into 
juicy pot roasts, lamb, or pork 
shoulder, and chopped veal have 
been friends of the budgeteer for 
many years. 

Rice, potatoes. and spaghetti 
are thrifty supports for these 
cheaper cuts of meat. They make 
a little meat flavor go a long way 
and give a pleasing contrast in 
texture. Add a little unusual fia- 
voring, cook the combination as 
carefully as you would a choice 
steak, and see how often your 
family asks for more!

Cook 6 po- 
tatoes separately, remove the 
skins, season and dress with but- 
ter and paprika. Heap in the 
center of a hot platter and sur- 
round with the stew and with 1 
pound string beans that have 
been cut into long slivers, cooked 
and buttered. This makes a meal 
that is attractive and tasty. 

_ Hamburg-Macaroni 

Put 1 pound hamburger in a 
frying pan and toss until it is 
seared and crumbly. Add a minc- 
ed onion and let it fry with the 
meat. Season well with salt and 
pepper. Have ready a package of 
macaroni that has been boiled in 
salted water and drained. Add 2 
cansof tomato soup to the meat 
with the macaroni, let it simmer 
slowly 15 minutes, then Serve in 
a covered dish with maybe a 
green salad, a pot of strong cof- 
fee and a very simple dessert. 


Meat Patties and Corn 


Season chopped beef well and 
shape into small patties. Brown 
on all sides in hot fat and remove. 
Blend 2 tablespoons flour into the 
drippings, stir until smooth and 
add 1 cup concentrated tomato 
soup. Stir until thickened slight- 
ly. Add 4 potatoes, thinly sliced, 
2 cups canned whole-kernel corn, 
2 onions thinly sliced, salt, pep- 
per and paprika to season. Ar- 
range the meat patties over the 
top. Cover and bake in a mod- 
erate oven 1 hour.

Many Boys Hate the 
Barber Chair

In nine cases out of ten, the 
outsider’s pronouncement would 
be, ‘“I’d make him sit!””

He 
has tried. He may have gone so 
far as to bribe his child into the 
barber shop with candy. Perhaps, 
even succeeded in getting him 
into the chair. But at the first 
good look at the barber, the clip- 
pers or the scissors, just try and 
hold him! Almcst any child who 
is “afraid” of the barber will do 
the same. He will stretch out in 
the chair, cry, scream. He will 
fight, and the barber won’t be able 
to get near him. He won’t want 
to. You cannot force a haircut. 

A child fights a haircut because 
of fear. He rarely can name why 
he is afraid, but rest assured he 
has a reason. Maybe the barber 
nipped the back of his neck with 
the clippers, or once pulled his 
hair. Why should he go back and 
let himself be nipped or have his 
hair pulled? 

My advice is to get a new bar- 
ber. Be sure he is careful, and 
likes children. Take the child into 
his shop from time to time when 
no haircut is needed. Have the 
barber tell him repeatedly that he 
can cut hair without hurting. 
Some day when the child needs a 
haircut, have him add, “Would 
you like to see how it is done?
